did not have a single great bridge. In a 
very few years from now it svill have 
several of the greatest bridges in the 
world. One of them at least will outrank 
the pride of Great Britain, the bridge 
across the Firth of Forth. Threa and 
probably four of these structures will be- 
opi-t for traffic within the at-xt ten years. 
The larg-est of them, as well as the band- 
soaiest and most cosily. wi!i connect tb* 
center of the metropolis with the beauti- 
ful territory across tee Hudson and will 
bring the Palisade district withia a few 
minutes' ride of City Hali square. 


Behind this enterprise are the Pennsyl- 


vania Railroad coospany and ^ome of tbe 
greatest financial concerns of Xew York. 
The cost of this bridge, with its ap- 
proaches, is estimated at S«X),000.000, and 
this enormous sum does act frighten the 
men who seem to be determined at any 
cost to make the first cirv of America the 
first city of the globe. 


It will be worth while for Cjicasro to 


take in and ponder over the magnificent 
strides which Xew York has been mak- 
ing during the last eight years. In that 
period this city has been either at a 
standstill or retrograding. Since the gates 
were closed npon the World's exposition 
no enterprise worthy of the second city 
of the continent has beea launched here, 
and no encouragement has, beea offered 
the capital or the capitalists that might 
jave launched them. — Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

the vault from the inside so that it 
would be difficult to open from the 
outside in case they were interrupted 
in their work. They also sprinkled 
red pepper in the tunnel in order te 
make things as uncomfortable as pos- 
sible for any one wh« might attempt 
to pursue them.

The holes were bored to with- 
in a hair's breadth of the surface, and 
when the proper time came the plate 
was forcsd up, thus giving the rob- 
bers access to the vault. The plotters 
first excavated a hole alongside the 
building, directly in line with the 
vault. The work of excavating must 
have taken some time, and at the end 
of each night's work, for the work 
must have gone on at night, a cover- 
ing of laths, rubber sheeting and 
sacks was made, the whole being cov- 
ered over with a layer of dirt, thus 
hiding any sign of what was goins on. 
The cxcav&te.. dirt must have been 
removed in sacks. The covering was 
not strong enough to hold the weight 
of a man. but the excavation was 
made so ciose to the building that the 
man nevor walked over it_

by legions of police and a whole army 
corps and fortiSed against anillery. 


His restless eye peers into every bush 


and thicket ss he passes, and his hand 
Is never out of the pocket in which h* 
carries a loaded revolver. If anybody 
appears too suddenly in front of him. 
he fires, and Abdul Hamid never miss- 
es. One day he killed an old gardener 
who had not seen the sultan until he 
was quite c!os* to him and who stood 
up to salute him as he passed. Another 
day he kilK-d a 12-year-old slave who 
was playing with a weapon which Ab- 
dul hSm.^j!r bad forgotten to take In 
from the garden the day before. 


After his morning walk, which he 


takes at 5 a. m.. the sultan dyes his 
beard with henna and dresses for the 
day. His dre«s is verj simple and Is 
dark In color. Its only peculiarity ia 
th« nun: her of pockets, of which he 
has at It-ast 30 In every robe b* wears. 
These are of various shapes and ar« 
made to contain revolvers, knives and 
daggers of all kinds and also for the 
purpose of pocketing rarious secret pa- 
pers which he fears to intrust to his 
•ecrctaries. 


When he is dressed. Abdul has his 


coffee prepr.red and his cigarettes made 
for him. He watches their manufacture 
fearfully for fear of poison. At 10 he 
lunches on eggs, milk and a varied as- 
sortment of cold dishes. These are serv- 
ed to him i;pon a tray, which ia wrap- 
ped In a large cloth and sealed with a 
special seat by the superintendent of 
the kit< heas. The snltan breaks the 
seals himself and before eating has 
eacb dish tried by one of th* attend- 
ants or tasted by the dogs and cat* 
which gather around him when he 
takes his u.eals. His favorite dishes are 
pilaff and sheep's trotters with a pep- 
pery sauce- 


He works bard for several boors each 


day. but troubles himself little with 
affairs of state. His chief preoccupa- 
tion is the Investment of his fortune, 
which consists of about £1.500.000 ($7,- 
SOO.OOOi In lands and £4.000.000 ($20.- 
000.000) invested abroad. In spite of 
his enormous wealth the sultaa pays 
his debts as rarely as he can and fights 
over every penny of a bilL
